We rcay 
say the [same Jot potatoes, which, like 
buckwheat, to be perfect :u their growth 
must have potash. When this material 
is not supplied, potatoes cannot bo grown 
to perfection. Imperfect specimens are 
inclined to rot. 


In this connection I havo raado ex- 


aminations of crops in this town, and 
find almoet without exception that po- 
tatoes planted on slato soil do not aver- 
age more than ono rotten potato to a 
hill. Ono farmer dug J150 bushels per 
acre ot marketabla'potatoeB.with compara- 
tively no rot. These wern rai«ed on slato 
soils.
